Public Biecting at Comox. 


Oomox, Oct 20th, 1870. | 


Epiror. Sraxparo:—The first political 
meeting of any importauce, which has been 
held in this district, took place to-day at the 
house of Mr. W. Duncan and was attended by 
nbout forty residents. The reason why it 
was not more numerously attended ig that 
many settlers were engaged taking produce 
to the steamer. 

James Robb, Esq., was called to the chair 

and after stating tue object of the meeting, 
called upon the Hon. Joba Robson to address 
the meeting, and explain bis views on the 
most important political topics of the day. 
The Hon. gen leman, after soliciting the per- 
mission to reply to any remarks of the oppo- 
sing candidate which might make a reply 
necessary, proceeded to eulogise the agricul- 
tural capabilities of the _ district, whieh he 
bad just walked over, and stated, that there 
was juat one thing needtul to give the Dis- 
trict permanent prosperty, ¥iz., closer connec- 
tion with the outer world, a ready scces to 
markets. He sid, he was a stranger to us. 
and felt a disadvantage in this, that bis po iti- 
cal career bad not been properly set before 
us, ag it bud been before the rest of the coua- 
try.. He then went inte a short history of bie 
career from the earliest time. to. the present 
dav, sbowing that from early ws-ociation, 
ideas. common to ugricullurists naturally sug- 
gested themecives to him. He was & work- 
ing man, had a chequered carcer, had mined 
two months, had splic shingles two years, 
and therefore claimed the titles of ** working 
man”? and working man’s friend. ‘* He asked 
eur suffrages, becuuse he preferred to repre- 
sent a farming or at leasta laboring commu- 
nity. He had been asked ‘(why he did not 
return. to his’ farmer constituents at 
New Westminster.” He mainteined that be 
bad @ respectable majority the firet time he 
was returned, and by acclamation the second 
time, and, notwithstanding the Eaglish preju- 
dice agai 
and bexgain returned. He had lived down 
and worked down all opposition, and read 
extracts trom testimonials to prove that be 
had not only, not forfeited the confidence of 
his friends, but that even those. who voted 
against him, commended his zeal and ap- 
proved of his general course while represent- 
ingthem. He therefore thought he hed « 
right to assume this, that if returned for this 
district he would be equally zealous and at- 
tentive to our local interests as well as the 
general welfare of the colony. Feeling confi- 
dent that he could have been returned for 
New Westminster, notwithstanding the horror 
with which Victorians are regarded on the 
Mainland, he was still confident, that it 
would be better for the general welfare of the 
country to represent the Nanaiwo—Comorx 
District.. The terms of Confederation were 
now before the country. Theyare highly favor- 
able, more so than he and many others ex- 
expected. For inatance the Railway 
scheme would greatly benefit all classes. 
If left. to the unaided resources of Canada, he 
would have had some mis-givings ; bur the 
Imperial Government bad guaranteed it, and 
as an absolute necessity to the completion of 
Confederation, he believed it would not have 
been uccepted a one of the terms, if it was 
not to carry it through, and that quickly. 
As a Canadian statesman said : “We. have 
ventured on the ice, and we must slide 
quickly, or we may sink.” He believed that 
the parties who actually built the railway 
would be those who would decide on the ter- 
minus ; but if he had any influence he would 
pledge himself to use it to bring the railway 
across Jobnson Straits, through Comox and 
Nanaimo, to Esquimalt, 

Agriculture is the basis of the prosperity 
of a country. If a couutry has not 
this most important industry fiourish— 
ing, it muet be poor. He confessed to 
boing in favoft of the Canadian Tariff as tt 1, 
at once, but afterwards explained that he 
would advocate harbor dues om foreign pro- 
duce, which would increase our local revenue 
and be available fo: internal improvements. 
It is unreasonable to expect any degree of 
happiness or contentment under the present 
system of Government. The intelligent men 
of this colony do not want such a system. 
Officials are sent from England who know 
notbing of new countries or how to treat 
settlers in new countries. The governing 
classes alone wished the present system to 
continue. Alluding to Manitoba, he said that 
no six-by-nine constitution would do for us, 
and said that he would advocate free and 
liberal Rerresentative Institutions and Re- 
sponsible Government, as the only way to 
guarantee the possession of a good constitu- 
tion was to confide to the people the power 
to make and un-make officials. The present 
system of Education was totally unsuited to 
the country and he would advocates more 
liberal system so thatevery man’s child would 
have the opportunity to procure & free and 
libéral education. Every man has 8 right to 
claim this, &c. 

Mr. Arthur Bunster was then called on to 
address the meeting and eaid that not haviog 
bad experience as @ political speaker, we 
would notexpect from him, such & lengthened 
and flowery speech as that just listened to,

candidature was a drunken spree, he denoun- 
ced as a lie that other statement that he in- 
tended to withdraw and contest the mayoralty 
of Victoria; and traced to their true source 
these fabrications of the Colonist, viz: to in- 
fluence us to vote for Mr. Robson as the only 
candidate. He would not denominate Mr. 
Robson a political trickster, but bedid mean to 
say that his votes in the Council had in many 
instances belied bis professions. He (Mr. 
R.) had generally voted along with the of- 
ficial element in the Council, and in oppo- 
sition to the popular members. Mr. Robson 
had an axe to grind, and probably woul’ con- 
tinue in his former course. But, he )Mr. Bun- 
ster was determined that his pledge to his 
constituents, whatever it might be, should be 
falfilled to the letter. Mr. Robson had 
throughout advocated the construction of the 
railway through the Fraser River Valley, 
and denounced the practicability of bringing 
it via Johnson Straits, because he held prop- 
erty in New Westminster. But be (Mr. B.) 
had been informed by an engineer who had 
surveyed Burrard Inlet, that it was quite 
practicable to bring the railroad via Johnson 
Straits. The Union Pacific railroad was 
laughed at in 1860, but it was an accomplish- 
ed fact sow—the Capadian railway will also 
be built. He believed that the representa- 
tives of the people would have the power to 
name the terminus in the terms-of Confedera- 
tion, and he would advocate the extension of 
the railway to Esquimalt. (Loud applause.) 
Mr. Robson had stated that he believed 
he would be successful in Nanaimo; but this 
was incorrect, as the miners had told hm 
(Mr. B.) that ‘‘Mark Bates’ crowd had 
burst up ;’”’ and thathe was confident that 
he would be elected by Nanaimo, even if 
Comox gave him no vote. (Cheers.) On 
again referring to the railway, Mr. Bunster 
was rather unceremoniously interrupted by 
Mr. Robson, who challenged him to produce 
the paragraph in the Colonist, towhich he had 
referred. Mr. Bunster produced it, and al- 
though the chairman decided that the para- 
graph did not bear the construction Mr. 
Bunster hed-put oa it, many of the auditors 
were satisfied that Mr. Buaster was correct. 
Mr. Bucster, who came well armed with 
printed and manuscript extracts from Mr. 
Robson's speeches, then attacked that gentle- 
man for varidus votes and opinions. He 
showed how Mr. Robson had voted and spoke 
in the Council in 1867, against granting re~ 
presentative institutions to Britiss Columbia. 
The great majority of the electors were well 
gatiefied that it was not easy to understand 
what Mr. Robson’s real opinions were, and 
that it was still more difficult to believe that 
he would firmly vote in the Council for the 
opinions which he had expressed to the elec- 
tors. Mr. Bunster said be would sup)ort 
tuli Responsible Government and municipal 
institutions ; that he would advocate the 
confiding to the people in the different dis- 
tricts the power to manage their own roads, 
&c.,; (spplause); that he was in favor of a 
better Free School system, as the present one 
was inadequate to the wants of the Colony ; 
and wus distinct!y opposed to Mr, Robson's 
Canadian system. He also read the Cana- 
dian Tariff, in so far as it applies to farm 
produce; and after expressing his purpose to 
act firmly and consistently, if eiecied, he 
withdrew, amid mach applause. 

Mr. Robson then replied, and the discus- 
sion took a slightly personal tinge, he deciar- 
in that ,we required not only # mao who 
would give an honest vote, (hisse’), bat one 
who bad certain abilities, giving it to be un- 
derstood that Mr. Bunsier. was deficient ino 
anid abilities. He also mis-represented Mr. 
Bunster’s views ou. the Canadian Tariff, bue 
the chairman and the voice of the meeting 
put him right oa this point.

An American GentraL on Tas Frencn

Rasimus, France, Sept. 8, 1870. 

I have no time now to give you & detailed 
account of army affairs since I joined it. Suf- 
fice it to say that the French have been beatea 

in every engagement from Weissenburg up to 
the surrender of the kmperor Napoleon at 
Sedan, and there seems to be little left ex- 
cept it be the siege of Paris, and that will not 
save France. It is possible that the French 
| troops have not done so wellas I toink they 
|might have done on one or two occasions 
which I witnessed, from the fact that the 
poor fellows found themselves so badly ban- 
dled by their commanders that they could see 
no equivalent to be obtained by the sacrifice 
of their lives. All men like to have an equiv- 
alent for their labor, and especially is it 80 
with the soldier, who wants success where 
many lives are to be sacrificed. The French 
eneralship put this out of question in every 
battle which I have witnessed. Everybody 
bere has been very kind to me.’’

New Wesrminstsnr, Oct. 24.—The shootiog 
for the Governor's Cup and Mr, Birch’s Cup 
took place on Saturday.

Bavssers, Oct. 22.—The Belgian Moniteur 
officially denies that the Goverament has 
received any note from Prussia complaining 
of the tone of the Belgian press, or that there 
is any lack of cordiality between the two 
Governments. 

The people of Chateau have refased to 
answer the repeated requisitions of the Prus- 
sian detachments. It is understood that the 
Prussian commander sustains the action of 
the people. 

Lonvow, Oct. 22.6-A dispatch from Amiens 
to-day says: The Prussians are only three 
kilometers distant. Every preparation has 
been made to defend the town. 

A special train laden - with ‘munitions of 
war passed through Amiens to-day from 
Lille going to Rouen, Bourbaki is expected 
to leave Lille to-day for Tours. In that 
place he has 60,000 men under his command. 

A correspondent of the Standard says: The 
American ambulance corps has been given to 
understand by the Prussians that its aid is 
not wanted. 

A dispatch from Tours dated Oct. 21etissys 
The Papal Nuucio bas arrived in that city. 
Keratry has also arrived from Madrid. His 
mission there was to ask material aid ; but 
on advice of friends he refrained, and only 
asked to import arms from Spain and her 
colonies- This however was refused. 

The troops in camp at Tours are to be re- 
viewed once a week. Reinforcements are 
constantly arriving. The Prussisns now oc- 
cupy Georgean near Orleans. 

Nearly the whole of the department of 
Haute Saone is under the control of the 
Prussians. 

Loxpox, Oct. 22.—The armistice at Meziers 
ended yesterday, at3 p.m. The bridge over 
the Meuse will be blowa up to-day, but the 
bombardment will not be commenced till 
more troops and munitions of war are 
brought up. The. French force within the 
walls of Meziers is computed at 50,000. 

Beruix, Oct. 22.—The Auzier of yesterday, 
in its account of affaira before Metz, says the 
sickness in the army is due to the quality of 
the fuod. Dysentery is decreasing, and the 
typhus will go with the present cool weather 
Desertions are increasing, the fugitives all 
giving the same reason—hunger investing 
the furces. The Germans generally receive 
abundant supplies of all sorts. 

New York, Oct. 22.—The Telegraph h«s 
London advices from Tours. Bazaine has 
made a successful sortie from Metz, aud was 
io rapid march with his whole army to Paris. 

The Democrat has advices from Metz that a 
Republic had been proclaimed, and Bazaine, 
while endeavoring to check the Republicao 
manifestations, had been shot. 

Tovks, Oct. .22.—The following special 
official dispatch has just been received from 
Chateau Neuf: Onthe 14th, Bazaine made 
a eortic, with 80,000 men, crushiug the 
enemy, which consisted of 16 battalions of 
infantry and 2 regiments of cavalry. He also 
captured 193 wagons, 'aden With stores and 
provisions of war, Sickness among the be- 
siegers is constantly increasing. The Prus- 
sians have been forced to twice renew the 
army around Metz. 

The siege of Verdun was interrupted by 
the’ vigorous defense of the French, who 
made several sorties and inundated the en- 
virons of Tours. 

Chartres has been surrounded by the 
Prussiuns, 20,000 strong, with 400 cannon. 
Tbe Prefect aad Mayor have arranged with 
the Prussian commander that the rights of 
citizens sball be respected. 

The Prussians bave blown up the bridge 
at Clery, and returned to camp at Beaugeao-

The total loss of the steamship Usambria, 
which was yesterlay reported is fully con- 
firmed by later dispatches. There ia little 
bope of the escape of the passengers who had 
taken to the boats: The coast is a very 
dangerous one, and it is evident from upset- 
ting of one boat from which a single survi- 
vor of the wreck was picked up as the sen 
was very rough at the time of the disaster, 
nevertheless those who had frieads on board 
need not be in haste to fear the worst. The 
coast is admirebly guarded by expert 
adventurous wen, and it is not impdbsible 
that if the boats were driven ashore some of 
the passengers were saved, 

Less fatal but still serious marine losses 
are reported this miorning.; many of them 
on the out coast.
